A good rule; wide, thick soled, 
low heels for sports; shoes with 
heels of wide base and only mod 
erately high for walking and shop 
ping; good old oxfords for house­ 
work; frivolous models for eve 
ning. The high heel, if worn only 
in the evening, will do no harm. Ii 
is when feet are on stilts al) the 
time that trouble begins. 
When walking, the weight of 
the body should descend equally, 
neither on the heels or the toes, 
t ut on that portion of the foot 
that is directly beneath the ankle 
bone. A shoe that tits snugly over 
the instep, has no slip at the heel, 
hat width that permits no uncom­ 
fortable pressure on the toes, will 
make walking a pleasure, which it 
isn't if the feet are not properly 
shod.

Bathe them daily, put on fresh 
stockings every
